the fault of the road than 
the 


drivers. Of course the drivers 
knew that night driving is more 
dangerous than day driving — 
but this is the year's greatest 
holiday season and folks have 
to travel to attend family 
re- 


unions. They deserve the best 
safe-conduct our state can give 
them. But U.S. 67 dealt them a 
tragically bad break —a bitter 
Christmas memory for all their 
kinfolk.

flight 6'f US. B52 borabers at- 
tacking the demilitarized zone, 
but all three of the Soviet-built 
rockets missed, the U.S. Com- 
mand reported. 


It was the first time the U.S. 


Command has made a combat 
report of Red efforts to get the 
high-flying, eight-engine Super- 
fortresses with the Russian sur- 
face-to-air missiles.
